Due to a lack of 
qualified lawyers and a backlog in the courts, 
the average length of time from sentencing to 
execution is 25 years — more than anywhere 
else in the country. 




According to James Meehan of the Alameda 
County District Attorney’s Office, since 2009, 
when Nancy O’Malley took over for the 
previous district attorney, Tom Orloff, 
nineteen cases could have been charged as 
death. In fact, she has charged just one.
